I.  Lessor,  in  consideration  often  dollars  and  other  valuable  consideration,  receipt  of  which  is  hereby  acknowledged,  and  of  the  covenants  and  agreements  of  Ussee 
hereinafter  contained,  does  hereby  grant,  lease  and  let  unto  Ussee  the  land  covered  hereby  for  the  purposes  and  with  the  exclusive  right  of  exploring,  drilling  minins  and

This  lease  also  covers  and  includes,  in  addition  to  that  above  described,  all  land,  if  any,  contiguous  or  adjacent  to  or  adjoining  the  land  above  described  and  (a)  owned  or 
claimed  by  Lessor  by  limitation,  prescription,  possession,  reversion,  after-acquired  title  or  unrecorded  instrument  or  (b)  as  to  which  Ussor  has  a  preference  right  of 
acquisition.  Ussor  agrees  to  execute  any  supplemental  instrument  requested  by  Lessee  for  a  more  complete  or  accurate  description  of  said  land  For  the  purpose  of 
determining  the  amount  of  any  bonus  or  other  payment  hereunder,  said  land  shall  be  deemed  to  contain  0.4750  acres,  whether  actually  containing  more  or  less  and 
the  above  recital  of  acreage  m  any  tract  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  true  acreage  thereof.
